Previously, Humphrey has de­

reports 
or remained 
silent. 
Today he issued a statement to 
answer published reports that he 
will become president of the Na­ 
tional Steel Corp. at Pittsburgh. 
He said: 
“ It 
is well known,” 
he said, 
“ that I have been in the Cabinet 
much 
longer 
than I originally 
planned. But as long as I am sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, I will have 
no other ipterest. 
“ When the time comes for my 
resignation, it will be presented 
first to the President.” 
The secretary’s aides interpret­ 
ed the statement for newsmen to 
mean that Humphrey expects to 
quit his government post “in the 
not too distant future.”

Hold Off Final 
Judgment on Suez 
Plan, Lodge Urges 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. Ofl- 
The United States expressed dotibts 
on Egypt’s plan for operating the 
Suez Canal but urged today that 
the proposals be tried out before 
final judgment is taken. 
U. S Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge told the United Nations Se­ 
curity Council the code published 
by President Carnal Abdel Nasser’s 
government earlier this week does 
not meet the six requirements for 
the canal’s operation unanimously 
approved by the council last Octo 
ber. 
Nevertheless, he said American- 
registry vessels will be authorized : 
to pay canal tolls to the govern­ 
ment of Egypt, under protest, as 
they have been authorized to do 
since Nasser’s government nation­ 
alized the waterway last July 26. 
“ Perhaps no final judgment can I 
be made regarding 
the regime 
proposed by Egypt until it has 
been tried out in practice,” Lodge 
said.
